REMARKS 



This amendment is in response to the Office Action mailed June 17, 
2005. Claims 21-37 are pending in this application. 

Election of Species is required from the following groups: 
Group I: FIG. 1; 
Group II: FIGS. 2A-2B; and 
Group III: FIGS. 5A-5C. 

Elects Group II, and pending claims 21-35read on the figures of elected 
Group II. Claim 21 is considered to be generic to all of the disclosed 
embodiments of the invention. Upon allowance of any of this generic claim, 
applicant respectfully requests withdrawal of the election of species 
requirement and reinstating all of the claims to pending status.
